Since  it  was  my  privilege  to  beeonie  a  resident  of  this 
county  the  index  on  tlie  dial  phite  of  time  Ijas  moved  for- 
ward one-third  of  a  century.  This  marks  the  age  of  a  whole 
generation.  It  equals  the  j)eriod  of  our  Savior\^  sojourn  on 
the  earth.  The  world  in  all  its  imj)ortant  interests,  mate  - 
rial, intellectual,  social  and  religious,  has  ke|)t  pace  with  the 
onwai'd  movements  of  tinie. 

The  Conlcreiu'e  of  the  (Congregational  Churches  of  New 
London  County  has  recpiestcd  me  to  give  some  account  of 
the  progress  of  these  churches,  as  it  has  fallen  un«ler  my  own 
observation  during  the  last  thirty-three  yeai's.  in  pursuau(;e 
of  this  ap[)ointment  I  invite  you  to-ihiy  to  accompany  me  in 
a  walk  about  this  portion  of  our  Zion,  to  mark  hei-  bulwarks, 
consider  her  palaces,  and  make  note  of  them  for  the  coming 
generation. 

We  will  take  them  in  the  order  of  their  seniority,  hence 
\ve  begin  with  the 

First  Church  in  Xeir  London. 

It  was  organized  in  IboO.  XX  the  Ijcginningof  the  pe- 
riod under  review,  ni  18;>b,  the  Rev.  Abel  McEwen,  D.  I)., 
was  its  pastor,  then  in  the  vigor  of  his  manhood.

The  chui'ch  owes  nnich  to  the 
liberality  and  [)ciS(Mial  inlluencc  of  otie  of  her  non-resident 
sons.

The  present  pastor,  the  Rev.  Charles  Cutting,  was  or- 

■  dained  in  June,  18f)8.  IR;  has  been  pernntt^d  to  reap  an 
abundant  harvest  from  the  good  seed  sown  by  his.  predeces- 
sor. A  wonderful  work  ol  (hxfs  grace  pervaded  the  ])arisli 
during  the  last  autnnui  and  winter.  The  wliole  congrega- 
tion, with  few  exce[)tions,  including  many  heads  of  fnnilies, 
were  gathered  into  the  church,  tlnu'eby  more  than  doubling 
its  mendjershi[).  The  Suiubiy  School — which  end)races  the 
whole  congregation — takes  the  ])lace  of  the  afternoon  ser- 
vice. No  intoxicating  liquor  is  sold,  and  little,  if  any  used 
in  the  parish.

A  church  edilice  was  1)uilt  in  iS^id,  re-litted  at  a  hea\'y 
ex])ense  in  18()8,  and  the  same  year  consumed  by  the  toich 
of  an  incendiary.  Nothing  daunted,  the  socicdy  resoh'ed  at 
once  to  re-build  in  a  more  eligil)le  position  and  of  more  en- 
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(luring  material.  A  beautiful  structure  of  granite,  overlook- 
ing the  city,  is  nearly  completed,  at  a  cost  of  S8o,0()0.  Near 
])y  is  a  commodious  parsoiiage,  recently  purchased  and  en- 
larged. Adjoining  the  church  is  a  cominodious  cha[)el.  Tlie 
church  sustains  four  Mission  Schools,  one  of  which  has  a  fine 
brick  chapeL  The  (^xpense  of  llicse  enterprises  has  been 
met  with  a  liberal  spirit.  Four  general  revivals  have  been 
enjoyed  in  the  last  twelve  years,  tlie  most  extensive  in  1SG7, 
in  which  08  were  added  to  'the  church.

The 
Kew  Daniel  JMerriman,  their  third  ])astor,  Avas  ordained  in 
Sej)tendjer,  lS{j8,  with  a  salary  of  §:>,(j()0  and  use  of  ])arson- 
age  recently  j)rocured.  This  church  has  a  pastoral  library, 
founded  ]ry  one  oi'  its  members.

The  peo])le  are  mostly  on  tlie  other  side  of  the 
river,  in  Westerly,  R.  I.  The  (Miterprise  of  this  llourishiii,n' 
village  does  not  ex])end  itseh'  on  personal  aggrandizement, 
l)ut  is  seen  in  ])uhlie  improvements,  in  schools,  in  a  lirst-chtss 
hotel,  and  in  houses  oi'  worshij),  one  of  w  hich,  at  least  in 
point  of  taste  and  convenienec  with  its  exe(  hent  oi-gan.  will 
coni])are  favorably  with  any  similar  strnctnres  in  our  cities.

Of  the  eighty  pastors,  twenty  are  deceased,  twenty 
are  still  in  the  pastoral  olhce  in  this  county.  There  have 
been  63  installations,  and  oi  dismissions.  Twenty-one 
churches  have  pastors,  twelve  have  stated  preachers,  three 
are  vacant.    Only  44  churche,^  in  the  state  iiave  the  same 
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past^)rs  which  they  had  ten  yeai's  ago.  Eleven  of  these  are 
ni  this  county. 

^  Some  of  the  men  whose  names  ai-e  starred  on  tlie  fore- 
gx)ing  catalogue  are  worthy  of  a  more  extended  mention 
But  my  hunts  lorhid.  Their  praise  is  in  all  the  churches' 
and  their  record  is  on  high.  Nor  in  extoHing  them  have 
we  any  occasion  to  disparage  the  youngx^r  men  who  have 
entered  into  tlieir  lahors.  Our  pulpits  were  never  more  ef- 
liciently  manned  than  they  are  to-day.  It  would  he  a  re- 
])roach  to  our  }  ouiig  minist(>rs  were  it  otherwise.  They  have 
the  experience  of  the  ])ast  to  gui(k'  them,  facilities  for  train- 
ing and  liel])s  m  theii'  work  unknown  to  tlie  fatlicrs.  The 
world  moves,  and  the  (  jiristian  ministry  mav  reasonably  he 
expected  to  move  with  it. 

The  perfect  harmony  and  christian  fellowship  which 
have  characterized  the  ministry  ol'  this  county,  is  due,  in 
no  small  measure,  to  their  monthly  meeting.'  They  here 
take  each  other  by  the  hand,  discuss  ])oiuts  of  difierence, 
take  fraternal  counsel,  bow  together  at  the  throne  of  gi-ace! 
and  learn  l)y  ex])erience  what  is  meant  by  communion  of 
saints." 

From  the  survey  which  has  here  been  taken,  it  ap- 
pears that  seven  new  churches  have  been  organized,  and 
two  ha\e  become  extinct. 

In  the  year  ISoG,  the  whole  number  of  communi- 
cants m  ^these  churches,  jis  near  as  can  be  ascertained,  was 
o,0D7.  They  now  report  5,200,  an  increase  of  1,()43,  or  40 
l)er  cent.  The  increase  of  population  ibr  twenty  jcars,  from 
1840,  was  41  per  c(^nt.  If  we  except  tlie  lUmian  Catholic 
immigration,  it  is  believed  that  the  increase  of  all  our  evan- 
gelical churches  is  in  advance  of  the  population.

Twenty-two  have  increased,  eight  have  been  dimin- 
ished. The  largest  ])er  centage  of  increase  is  in  New^  Lon- 
don 2d  ;  next  is  Exeter,  which,  with  a  decrease  of  ])0])ula- 
tion  20  per  cent.,  has  added  to  the  church  14.")  per  cent. 
Tliis  is  one  of  the  fruits  of  a  peruianent  and  cirieieut  niinis- 
iry.  If  our  young  ministers  would  more  generally  be  con- 
tent to  toil  on  in  the  si)here  to  whirh  the  providence  of  Cod 
assigns  tliem,  thouuh  limited  in  extent,  tli(\y  would  have 
thelatisiaction  of  seeing  tlie  fields  about  them  whitening  tor 
an  abundant  harvest,  and  in  the  end  would  purcliase  to 
themselves  a  good  degree. 

Most  of  the  parishes  have  largely  increased  the  salaries 
of  their  ministers.  The  average,  about  $i;2(n),  is  more  than 
the  highest  paid  thirty-three  years  ago.

Our  e.\])erience  has  demonstrated  anotluu-  I'act  vi/, 
that  per,.ons  o/-  upright  lives,  train,.,!  in  ,.hristiaii  ramili,.s' 
and  habitual  attendants  upon  pn!,li,-  worship,  when  they 
openly  e.spou.se  the  cau.se  of  t;i,risl.  are  Ic.ss  lial,ie  than  oth- 
ers to  hdl  away.  One  of  our  chuivhes  reports,  ••  That  nearly 
all  the  per.sons  hoi.efnlly  con\-ert,-d  here  two  years  a<.o  ^yho 
did  not  previously  sustain  a  good  moral  character,  have  ",ine 
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back  to  their  evil  ways.  Some  of  the  most  remarkable  con- 
versions, as  they  were  called  at  the  time,  turned  out  to  be 
reniarkal)le  a.])ostacies,  and  strong  drink  has  been  the  pi'inci- 
pal  ctuise  of  it." 

Tlie,  experiiMice  of  other  churches  it  is  Ixdieved  would 
pi-ove  that  while  some  men  ol"  vicious  live,^,  sudd(Mily  con- 
verted, run  well,  very  many,  not  to  say  most  of  them,  go 
back  to  their  old  courses. 

The  history  of  these  churches  proves  that  permanent 
funds,  like  the  hiw,  are  good,  if  a  people  use  them  hiwfuliy. 
They  afford  usidul  help  to  feebU'  societies,  and  so  subserve 
the  interests  of  true  religion.  Ihit  vviicn^  they  constitute 
the  sok^  or  main  reliance,  tht^y  are  a  [)ositive  (hnnage.  Men 
attaidi  Httle  vabie  to  that  which  costs  them  nothing.  If, 
therefore,  wouhl  crush  out  the  vitaht\'  of  a  cliui'ch  a.bh' 
to  sustain  itself,  impose  upon  it  a  periiianent  I'und  sullicient 
to  meet  all  its  ex[)enses. 

The  churches  of  this  state  had  long  felt  the  need  of 
some  closer  l^ond  of  union.  Tn  the  antunni  ol'  1S(h  a  con- 
v(Mition  was  called  at  New  Ih'itain  to  consider  this  subject, 
which  after  due  deliberation  oi-ganized  a  gxMicral  confer- 
ence of  Congregational  churches  of  Connecticut,  to  be  com- 
posed of  delegates  from  count}^  conferences  and  other  eccle- 
siastical bodies,  in  the  ratio  of  one  delegate  for  every  three 
hundred  members. 

The  General  Association,  which  is  a  clerical  body,  has 
transferred  to  the  conference  the  nfanagement  of  Home  Mis- 
sions, Home  Evangelization,  the  Widow's  Fund,  corresjiond- 
ence  with  other  ecclesiastical  bodies,  and  everything  which 
pertains  to  the  general  welfare  ol'  the  churches.  I  bis  is  a^ 
movement  in  tlie  right  direction,  and  has  the  [)r()mise  of 
much  good.     It  marks  one  step  of  progress. "^^ 

To  those  of  us  who  are  soon  to  close  our  labors,  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  |HVsont  niemlxMship  of  our 
churches  is  no  wiiit  behind  the  gcnciation  which  pre- 
ceded them,  in  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  and  active
